this evening one of the Texans confined 
at Fort Russell with the cattlemen en- 
gaged in drinking atthe canteen with 
a sentry. A dispute arose between 
them, which angered the Texan so that 


| he threw a beer bottle at the soldier. 


The bottle struck the sentinel on the 
nose, felling him to the floor, 
where he bled like a- pig. In- 
stantly another soldier standing by 
‘grabbed up a gun and charged upon the 
Texan. Somebody grabbed the soldier, 
which probably saved the Texan’s life, 
for he would have been pinioned to the 
wall. As it was, the bayonet tore 
through the Texan’s side, plowing 
through the flesh covering the ribs, and 
making a painful wound. The Texan 
was rapidly hurried to the bowling 
alley, where his friends were confined, 
while the soldier was removed to the 
hospital. 

The affair created great excitement 
among the soldiers, who gathered 
about the bowling alley yelling for pow- 
der and threatening to shoot the 
whole outfit. Maj. Egbert, when 
he appeared, had some trouble in quell- 
ing the men, but finally succeeded in 
doing so.

The soldier was able 
to leave the hospital late at night, but 
his face is a mass of mutilated flesh.

Government Aid to Sectarian Indian 
Schools Denounced. 


A Sweeping Resolution Against Tobacco— 
Another on the Subject of Mob 
LLaw—Bishop Taylor to Be 
| Investigated. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Omana (Neb.,) May 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Bishop Vincent presided 
at this morning’s session of the Metho- 
dist conference. 

The first business was the call of the 
roll for the presentation of resolutions, 
memorials and petitions. Dr. Ham- 
mond of San Francisco offered a reso- 
lution in reference to the entertain- 
ment of the next general conference. 
The matter was referred to the special 
committee. 

A resolution calling on the Committee 
on ‘Episcopacy to report whether either 
of the missionary bishops has ordained 
anybody outside their special territory, 
was referred to that committee. It is 
understood that Bishop Taylor of 
Africa ordained a minister while in 
England, 

A resolution that no unexcused dele- 
gate who leaves befere the close of the 
conference shall have his expenses paid 
was referred to the Committee on Con- 
ference Arrangements. 

Rev. H. P. Williams, Iowa, offered a 
resolution declaring the use of tobacco 
in any form unchristian and harmful. 
Referred to the Committee on Temper- 
ance, 

The time for the election of officers 
was fixed for May 17. 

A resolution for the investigation of 
Grant University at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
on the ground that it is extravagantly 
managed and that too large a corps of 
teachers are employed. was referred to | 
the Committee on Freedmen. 

Dr. J. M. King of New York offered a 
resolution for an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States look- 
ing to the protection of the public 
schools from religious encroachments, 
and 
churches toward the schools. He asked 
the conference to indorse a bill on the 
subject which ‘had been prepared for 
the complete divorcement of church 
and State. The resolution was adopted 
with applause. 

Dr. King of New York offered another 
resolution declaring that the appropri- 
ation of money by the Government for 
ecclesiastical education is not in accord 
with the principles of the Constitution 
that churches should receive money 
from the Government for the education 
of Indians. Dr. King strongly advo- 
cated the passage of his resolution, say- 
ing that the Methodist Church had 
never received a dollar for the educa- 
‘tion of Indians from the Government. 
Some members of the Methodist Church 
had done so, not the church; while the 
Catholic Church had received $2,000,- 
000. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

A request that the next general con- 

ference be held in Cieveland was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Conference 
Entertainment. 
Dr. Pemberton offered a resolution 
declaring the church opposed to every 
form of mob law. Referred to the 
Committee on State of the Church. 


CLUBS AS PERSUADERS. 


Chicago Police Quella Turbulcnt Mob of 
Strikers. 

Cuicaco, May 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.|] Several days ago men em- 
ployed in raising the immense iron 
arches of the huge manufacturers’ and 
liberal arts buildings at the World’s 
Fair grounds struck. The contractors 
today broughtin men by’\a train from 
the East to fill their places.. A great 
crowd gathered and made threatening 
demonstrations, when the police arrived 
and succeeded in dispersing the mob 
after a severe clubbing. Some of the 
riggleaders were arrested. 

Later it developed that the New York 
delegation was in hearty sympathy with 
the strikers, as they resolved not to go 
to work. Many of the Edgemore Com- 
pany’s strikers have secured work with 
other contractors. Two .carloads more 
of men are expected tomorrow, one 
from Cincinnati and one from Pitts- 
burgh. More trouble may occur on 
their arrival.

May 9.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The execution of 
the wife-murderer Deeming is fixed for 
May 234d. 

It is evident that Deeming has not the 
slightest hope that the appeal for 
further inquiry into his mental condi- 
tion will avail “him to escape hanging. 
The condemned murderer today con- 
fessed to a clergyman that he killed his 
wife at Windsor. Deeming asserted 
that in his youth he was. called ‘‘Mad 
Fred,’’ and says that on one occasion he 
threw a girl who addressed him by that 
name into a canal. When he was 12 
years old and again when 16 he, ac- 


cording to his story, was confined in an 


asylura. 
He also says that his father, mother 


‘and brothers were confined in asylums, 


but information reaches here from Liv- 


erpool that two brothers who reside in} 


Birkenhead say that there is nota word 
of truth in the story. 

Deeming confessed that he made four 
attempts to murder Emily Mather. The 
first attempt was made in London 
shortly after the marriage. Thesecond 
attempt was made ata coffee house in 
Melbourne. Two other attempts were 
made in Andrew street, Windsor.

He then fled from the 
house terrified at what he had done in 
obedience to his mother’s spirit. At 
daybreak he found himself on the pier 
at St. Kilda. Here he found a man 
fishing, and gave him £10 to bury tne 
body. He knew nothing of how the 
woman had been buried until he heard 
of it'in Western Australia. 

He cannot account for the purchase of 
cement beforehand nor for the wounds 
on his wife’s head. He says that some- 
times he is not himself. He repeats 
the story that ‘‘Old Ben’’ isthe man to 
whom at Rainhill he alleges ne gave 
£50, to procure the disappearance of 
his first wife. He asserts that Emily 
Mather finally committed the Rainhill 
murder. The knife found in his lug- 
gage agrees with the description of a 
clasp knife he is yauns to pking pos- 
sessed. 


RIOTS IN RUSSIA. 


Strikers Destroy Property and Attack |’ 


Jews—Many Persons Killed. 

Sr. Petenssurc, May 9.—[By Cable 
and Associated Preés.] The labor trou- 
bles at Lodz, where 30,000 men are on 
a strike, are of a far graver character 
than was at first supposed and the out- 
breaks were accompanied by serious 
loss of life, both of strikers and Jews, 
whom the strikers attacked. Considera- 
ble property was also sacrificed. The 
strikers attacked the mills and suc- 

ceeded in wrecking the buildings, as 
the authorities were unable to cope with 
the men. The rioters then turned their

The local officials were pow- 
erless to suppress the rioting and the 
Governor was finally compelled to cell 
the aid of the military. It is alleged 
that there was sympathy of the soldiers 
with the strikers and they made no at- 
tempt to defend the people. The whole

Socorro has always been claimed by 
Mexico, and no one has disputed the 
claim. -It-is a fishing station, inhabited 
only by a few poor fishermen.

The story is that the British Govern- 
ment has paid Mexico .€100,000 for a 
quitclaim deed to the property.

THE ROSE OF GORZE. 


a German Soidier Made of a 
French Present, 

{Manchester Examiner.) 

The story ofthe ‘‘Red Rose of Gorze.”’ 

as charming as it is true, is often told

ing loyalty of a subject and the grate- 
fulremembrance and appreciation of 
his sovereign. In August, 1870, a. 
German officer was lying wounded in 
the house of a French family, near the 
little town of Gorze, in Lorraine. He 
had received six wounds in the battle of 
Mars-la-tour, five of them as he lay on 
the ground, while the fight surged 
around him, and he was scarcely ex- 
The French family 
in whose house he was _ quartered, 

nursed their wounded enemy with much 
kindness and skill. One morning the 
officer found placed .in a glass by his 
bedside a beautiful red. rose, just open- 
ing which the daughter of the house 


he slept. Its scent and beauty were re- 
freshing to the sick man, but instead of 
keeping it he sent his soldier servant at 
once with it to Gorze, where the King 
of Prussia’s headquarters were, and told 
him to give that rose to the King with 
the message that one of his wounded 
officers had sentit to him. The King 
put the rose into his buttonhole and in- 
quired the name of the officer. ‘Capt. 
von Zedwitz, Seventy-second Regiment 
of the line,’’ was the reply. 

When Capt. Von Zedwitz was sufii- 
ciently recovered to be removed to Ber- 
lin he found that his red rose had be- 
come quite famous, for showers of roses 
—red roses—were sent to him from all 
sides, so that his rooms were fullof 
them. In March of the next year, six 
months after the original rose had 
faded, Zedwitz had occasion to ask an 
audience of the Emperor-King. He was 
received most graciously, and at the 
emperor’s request told the story of the 
battle of Mars-la-Tour. Then, to Capt. 
Zedwitz’s surprise, the Emperor spoke 
of the rose which had been sent to him 
at Gorze and again thanked the officer 
forit. As Zedwitz was leaving the 
Emperor he met the Crown Prince, who 
in his conversation also recalled the 
rose with a smile. Even then Capt. 
Von Zedwitz had not heard the last of 
his famous rose, for on the following 
Christmas he had the pleasure of re- 
ceiving an autograph letter from the 
Emperor inclosing an emblematical 
picture—a stone bearing the date, 
August 10, 1870, Gorze, partly covered 
by the tri-color of the Confederation, a 
Prussian infantry helmet with oak- 
wreath below, and the Iron Cross with 
ribbon. Arose in dull silver was in- 
troduced in the gold frame..

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


A Mysterious Case Which’ Has Just 
Come to Light. 


A foung Girl Tries to End Her Life 
canse She Had Been Deserted by 
Her Lover—Some Peculiar 
Features. 


A sad case of attempted suicide came 


to light yesterday, and, as a dark mys- 


tery surrounds the affair, it is of more - 


interest than the usual run of attempts 
at self-destruction. 

Some weeks ago a pretty young girl, 
who gave her. name as Miss Johnson, 
was employed as a domestic in the fam- 
ily of Prof. Wilde, who resides on 
Figueroa street opposite the Figueroa 
Hotel. The girl seemed to be perfectly 
satisfied with her new quartets, and 
was quite cheerful uptil days ago 
when she became downhearted. 

_ The professor and his family thought 
nothing of the girl's behavior until.Sun- . 
day evening when'it was learned that 
she was very sick in her room. She 
seemed to be im a dying condition when 
discovered, and medical aid was called: 
in as soon as possible. . - 

On examining the room it was learned 
that the girl had taken four. ounces of 
morphine which she secured Sunday 
afternoon. After along siege the doc- 
tor managed te pnil her through, and 
yesterday morning she was pronounced 
outof danger. 

Now comes the mysterious part of 
the affair. Assoon as the girl could 
talk Prof. Wilde asked her why she had 
attempted to take her life. At first she 
refused to talk on the subject, but she 
finally found her tongue and consented 
to unbosom herself. 

She says she is in love with a young 
man in San Francisco, where she nsed 
to live, but since she came down here | 
he has been unkind to her, and when 
she became positive that he had de- 
serted her she did not care to live 
longer and attempted to take her own 
life. 

She gave her lover's name as John- 
son, but would not give his address or 
have him notified of her attempt at self- 
destruction. As she gave her own 
name as Johnson, when she was em- 
ployed, the professor thought it some- 
what strange, and asked her if she was 
in love with aman of her own name, 
when she became greatly confused and 
refused to talk further. 

The professor had still another sur- 
prise-when a young man named Johnson 
showed up and claimed to be the girl’s 
brother. 

This young man acted strangely when 
questioned about his alleged sister, and 
it is doubtful if the true names of any 
of the parties have been learned. 

Both he and the girl have the appear- 
ance of belonging to the upper classes, 
and it is more than probable that the 
girldid not accept employment as a 
a domestic for the purpose of earning a 
living, but hecause she wishd to con- 
ceal her identity for some reason. 

It is a mysterious case from beginning 
to end and stiould be thoroughly inves- 
tigated. The girl was resting easy yes- 
terday afternoon, and if she does not 
get hold of another dose of poison she 
will probably . return home in a few 

days.

American Interests Afloat, 
A census bulletin on transportation 


‘by water in the United States is calcu- 


lated to impress the country With the 
importance of our merchant marine 
and water craft generally, and to dis- 
courage seme of the scoffing that pessi- 
mists like to indulge in. 

At the close of 1889, the transporta- 
tion fleet of the United States num- 
bered 25,540 steamers, sailing vessels 
and unrigged craft, having a gross. ca- 
pacity of , 7,633,676 tons and a com- 
mercial value estimated at $215,069.- 
296. These figures are not the same 
as those given by the Commissioner of 
Navigation, owing to the fact that the 
commissioner inciudes in his reports 
the fishing vessels, a fleet of nearly 
7000, while the census does not take 
cognizance of these as properly belong- 
ing to transportation by water as an 
industry, but regards them as forming 
an industry by themselves and treats 
of them in aseparate report. In the 
general classification of the various 
kinds of vessels engaged in the trade, 
it was shown that there were 6067 
steamers, valued at $140,813,570; 
8912 sailing vessels, valued at $57,- 
824,687, and $10,561 barges, esti- 
mated to be worth $16,981,039. 

One of the most interesting tables in 
the bulletin is that giving the number 


| of vessels used in- transportation in the 


different localities of the Union. This 
shows that on the Atlantic Coast there 
were. registered and owned 2713 steam- 
ers, 6490 sailing vessels and 3250 
barges, making a total of 12,4038 craft 
of all description. Inthe ports of. the 
Gulf of Mexico there were- 220 steam- 
ers, 613 sailing vessels and 175 barges, 
being a total fleet of 1008. The Pa- 
cific Coast had 531 steamers, 822 sail- 
ing vessels and 489 barges, making a 
total of 1842. On the great lakes 
there were 1489 steamers, 987 sailing 
vessels and 308 barges, a total of 2784. 
On the great river System of the Missis- 


sippi Valley there were 1114 steamers | 


and6339 barges,a total of 74538. Inthe 
whole water transportation service of 
the country there were employed dur- 


ing the year 1889 no less than 106,- | 
436 men, and the total amount paid out 


in wages was $36,867,205.

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


ST. PAUL'S HALL.— William Piutti gave 
the firstof aseries of lectures upon the 
“History of Music’? at St. Paul's Hall last 
night for the benefit of St. Paul's Hospital. 
The lecturer began naturally with the 


music of the people who dwell in the child- |", 


hood of the world, the Chinese, Hindus and 
Egyptians. The Chinese scale is lacking in 
the seventh note of the scale, leaving to 
the modern ear asense of expectancy and 
loss. They had many instruments—little 
bells, bamboo rods, silk strings, etc., and 
probably the first organ. Owing to the in- 
tense conservatism of these people, the art 
degenerated rather than grew, and is now 
pure than even in the time of Confu- 
cius. 

The Hindus possess a music of imagina- 
tion and emotion, with a tropical sensuous- 
ness added.. They held music in high re- 
spect, believing that by its use they might 
control men, animals and nature. Their. 
mystic nature gave to their music an ele- 
mentof confusion, shown in the elaborate 
but impracticable scale, but a certain nat- 
ural sense for beauty givesto their music 
sweetness and sadness that are interest: 

ng. 

The Egyptians reached a period of high 
cultivation in music as in other arts, but 
unlike the isolated Chinese and Hindu na- 
tions. They were able to teach something 
of their knowledge to the Greeks and Jews 
before their final and utter decay. The 
character of their music can only be gath- 
ered from their sculpture and architecture, 
and was probably stiff and lifeless like 


| these, except when raised to impressive- 


ness by.great bodies of singers and players. 

The Hebrew music was at once the light- 
bearer. It carriedin ita newspirit and 
was the vehicle for the people in their com- 
munion with God. No greater or holier 
singer was ever heard than David. After 
the long silence enforced upon them, they 
partake now of the characteristics of their 
neighbors, but keepever atone of their 
own. 

In Greek music is not found an advance 
commensurate with their poetry and sculp- 
ture, for the art with them wasin its in- 
fancy and was the playful accompaniment 
of the greater and elder arts; yet, like all 
that'was infused with the Greek spirit, it 
represented man’s soul at its highest point 
cf beauty and culture.

GRANGERS ANSWERED. 
A Reply to the Men who Advocate Gov- 
_ment Warehouses. 
WasHinoton, May 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Some Farmers’ Alliance 
men in the South and West, advocating 


‘the warehouse system for adoption by 


the Government, have been met , with 
the argument that it is not in the prov- 
ince of the Government to build ware- 
-houses for any class of prodyjicers, to 
which the advocates of the warehouse 
system replied that if the Government 
can build warehouses in which to store 
whisky there ought to be no reasonable 
objection to the construction of ware- 
houses for ‘grain and other preducts for 
farmers,— 

Senator Cockrell sent an inquiry to 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Mason, 
who replies in substance: ‘‘The United 
States does not now build and has never 
built any warehouses for distillers for 
the storage of liquor and” distilled 
spirits. All distilled spirits with the 
exception ofbrandy, distilled from ap- 
ples, peaches and grapes, are deposited 
in warehouses provided by the distiller 
himself. Distillers of brandy from ap- 
ples, peaches and grapes, exclusively 
are exempt from the provisions of the 
statute. These distillers either pav the 
tax upon the spirits as soon as pro- 
duced, or the spirits are deposited in 
bonded warehouses erected by private 
individuals and stored until the tax be- 
comes due; but in no case is the Gov- 
ernment liable for any, expenses in- 
curred in storing distilled spirits of any 
kind.

way today, andthis evening the cre- 
vasse is 350 feet wide, the water rush- 
ing through six feetdeep. About 7000 
acres of Arkansas land already planted 
incorn andcotton is inundated, while 
that section of Louisiana near Bayou 
Maria embraces a vast amount of land 
in cultivation that will be flooded. It 
is thought Mason Hills will prevent the 
water from reaching the Tensas basin. 
The Government fleet has been ap- 
pealed to by the citizens of the afflicted 
district for assistance.

Water at Kansas City. 
Kansas City, May 9.—The heavy 
rain which fell today caused the river 
to rise still higher. It is not probable 
the rise will be sufficient to cause any 
great damage on this side of the river, 
but Harlem is in danger of being 
flooded. A further rise of fourteen 
inches will cause an overflow in that 
town, and some inhabitants are making 
preparations to move. Tonight it is 
colder, but the prospects for more rain 

seem good. 

Brunswick (Mo.,) May 9.—Rain con- 
tinued falling all day at the rate of an 
inch an hour. Grand River is, still 
rising at an alarming rate. The south 
park is overflowed and from here up 
into Gentry county there is an expanse 
of water a mile wide. Two persons on 
board a flatboat which parted from its 
cable yesterday were rescued. 


A Deluge in Nebraska.

San Francisco, May 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

What one likes in Archibald Forbe’s 
‘‘Barracks, Bivouacs and Battles’’ is 
the air of freedom, the robustness, the 
jauntiness of these episodes in the pa- 
geant of war... Men do brave deeds with- 
out parade ahd without false humility, 
but with just a touch of assumed care- 
lessness. Of course no man risks his 
life without caring, unless he is tired of 
it—and in that case there is no special 
merit in- running after death. But re- 
ally to enjoy life to the utmost, and put 
it all in peril for a sentiment orthrough 
ambition to wear a bauble of a cross 
thats means honor—tnat takes nerve, 
| and to do it with a smile, as though it 

were one of the polite conventions of 
life which are expected of every. gentle- 
man, requires more of that physical im- 
perturbableness which we call ‘‘nerve”’ 
—it demands a steadfast spirit.

$5 each, and the scamps guaranteed to 
make each lady an artist on short no- 
tice so that she could earn a living 
without work: 

About 500 women and girls bit at the 
tempting bait, and pungled up all the 
way from $8 to $5 each. The last 
money was collected Saturday after- 
noon, and each Jady received about 25 
cents worth of material and was told to 
come around yesterday and take their.

Their rooms were closed up, and in- 
quiry soon brought forth the fact that 
the men closed up their rooms Sunday 
and disappeared from the city.

Exodus of IlJinois Farmers. 

[Correspondence Country Gentleman. ] 
Now that within one or two years the 

price of improved farms and farm lands 

has risen from 885 to $40 an acre, to 

$50, $60 and even $75, and ina few 

cases to $90 and $100, itis something 


and other neighboring counties. For- 
merly, poor or partially exhausted lands, 
short crops and low prices combined, 
have been the exciting causes for an 
exodus to richer lands and better oppor- 
tunities, but in the present case the 
emigration is fron fertile lands bearing 
heavy crops selling for big money, and 
lands for which there is an active cash 
demand at the figures above quoted. 
There are many reasons given for 
the movement, chief among. which 
is that when in Illinois 80, 160, 
200 or 3800 acres can be sold for 
cash at $60 or $70 per acre, and good 
land in Iowa can be bought for one- 
third the money, there is something se- 
ductive in-being able to sell at these fig- 
ures for cash inhand, and buy twice as 
many acres and have a small sortune in 
money leftover. The demand for these 
Illinois farms comes chiefly from land- 
lords having extensive holdings already, 
who find in them better paying and 
safer investment than money loaned on

: aa is the strength of Christian life. 
| The measure of our love to Christ is the 
measure of our Christian character. 
There’s a limit to our capacity for lov- 
ing human beings, but our hearts are so 
enlarged towa 
love we feel for any earthly friend is 
only worthy of contrast instead of com- 
parison. 

‘There is a wide influence over others 
that always accompanies salvation. 
The utterance of one sentence, the ac- 
cent of one syllable, the glance of an 
eye may be the means of sending a soul 
to hell. You are touching elbows to- 
ee with people who are unsaved. You 

look across the table tonight into 
the eyes of loved ones who are unsaved, 
and you speak not a word. Knowing 
their danger, you go on utterly uncon- 
cerned.”’ 


A man less modest than the Rev.. 
Mills, or a corps of clergymen less de- 
vout than those who have in charge the 
work now going on at Simpson Taber- 
nacle, might have their heads turned by 
the remarkable attendance which con- 
tinues at these meetings. The entire 
absence of noise, rant or physical ex- 
citement—the plain, earnest appeals 
and explanations made by the evangel- 
ist are so different from the usual prad- 
tices of religious revivals, that men and 
women seem to be moved by the state- 
ments of what they accept as facts, 
Mr. Mills says that religion and the love 
of Jesus Christ are born in the hearts of 
people, but he appeals to the reason 
more than sentiment, and his earnest- 
ness seems to be contagious. I do not 
think I have ever heard any clergyman 
who made so clear the advantages of a 
Christian life as he does; nor one who 
explained how simple and easy it is to 
become genuinely religious and thus 
have the joys and happiness which the 
world admits the religious enjoy, and 
in which enjoyment they are envied by 
the wicked and the unbelieving. 

The meeting yesterday afternoon was 
another of the strange sights which this 
non-sectarian movement has presented. 
Two thousand mothers and wives were 
in attendance. Among them were per- 
haps 300 gray-haired men, he 
women ranged in years from the white- 
haired grandmother to the middle-aged 
wife. Two thousand earnest mothers- 
and wives, worshiping God in one build- 
ing—praying for the conversion and } 
future salvation of their husbands, 
children and their kindred and neigh- 
bors. One gentleman, not a church- 
member, said to me: 

“There seems to be a religious con- 
tagion abroad in this community. My 
wife is religious, but I have never seen 
her so earnest asat present. While she 
is kinder than ever before, gentler, if 
that were possible, she seems infected 
with a sort ofa Martin Luther deter- 
mination to carry the reform movement 
through our entire family,” 

I have a friend who is an active So- 
cialist, and was surprised to find him at 
the night meeting. I asked him what 
influence had brought him there.- Said 
he: “This movement confirms with my 
belief in the brotherhood of man and 
the fatherhood of God. I have lived 
here nine years and this is the first time 
I have ever seen the religious element— 
aside 
their sectarian pease and work 
upon the lines laid down by Him whom 
they claim to follow. This unity of ac- 
tion, embracing all classes, tends to 
level the distinctions which have been 
driving the poor away from the 
churches. If this work continues after 
Mr. Mills leaves hére, the poor masses 
will turn to this powerful organization 
for that protection and support which 
they have heretofore tried to find in 
trades unions and labor federations, 
These church people can protect the 
weak and poor against the oppressive 
and corrupt domination of the rich. 
But will they continue on the line upon 
which they have started?”’ 

The gathering at the night meeting 
evidenced the general interest. Every 
class and type, as well as every age, 
was represented. The attendance of 
those who are known as the working 
classes was larger than at any previous 
meeting.

THE NIGHT MEETING. 

Last night another multitude gath- 
ered—hoary heads leaned from the 
height of the second gallery, young 
faces beamed from the corri ors, the 
aisles and the galleries. In the sea of 
faces could be distinguished those o 
many prominent citizens, and-not a few 
whose presence in a church is not a 
common occurrence.

If an infidel were to stand before you 
tonight with his ribald utterances you 
could silence him with one question, 
‘How do you know this salvation will 


“hé-would say, ‘I’ve never tried it and I 
don’t know.’ But when one has tried it 
says by his actions ‘It does not save me 
from sin,’ it cannot be gainsaid. 

‘IT knew aman once who rosein an 
inquiry meeting to give his experience. 
He said: ‘I want to recommend this 
religion? it is great happiness to me.’ 
Another man—a sinner—had risen to 
his feet at the same time, but as he 
heard these words he sank back into his 
seat. He was a butcher and the happy 
man owed him $100 that he couldn't 
collect. The butcher decided that he 
didn’t want any of that happy man’s re- 
ligion. When those men come before 
God for judgment they will not be sep- 
arated—the man who was lost through 
sin and the man who pushed him down.”’ 

This practical illustration was fol- 
lowed by many others of a similar na- 
ture, and the fact that a man or woman 
cannot be a Christian without making 
their business religious and religion 
their business was fearlessly and hon- 
estly pointed out, 

*‘Why,’’ he said, ‘‘a young man right 
here in Los Angeles when asked the 
other day to become a Christian said he 
couldn’t do business here if he did. 
Men transact their business as though 
that were one thing and religion an- 
other, but, my brother, if your business 
is not 4 religious one ‘twill curse you 
‘allthrough eternity. Consecrate your 
business tothe Lord when you conse- 
crate your heart. If you are not prac- 
ticing the religion of Jesus Christ you 
are not saved, no matter if you-.area 
minister, or a deacon or an elder. 
Unless your life is squared right ac- 
cording to the ‘teachings of the Lord 
Jesus Christ I’m afraid you are a lost 
soul and you have need to cry ‘Woe is 
me.’ God’s altar stands all the week. 
You can just as well get along without 
your heart and lungs on Monday as 
without Christ. IfI were still a pastor 
I would rather have one member good 
for 365 days than 865 members good 
for one day.” 

The evangelist reached the height of 
eloquence, and nothing less than a ver- 
batim report could begin to do justice 
to the sermon, which, once heard, will 
never be forgotten. Its words of truth 
—sad truth though it be—sank into the 
heart of every professing Christian.

THE COURTS. 


The Dolores Jackson Case Finally 
Settled. 


The Supreme Court Confirms .the 
Decree Annulling Her Marriage. 


Trial of the Manning Assault to Kill 
Case Commenced. 


Evidence Introdaced for the Prosecution 
—Lunacy Examinations—The Pinaud 
and Belheimer Cases—Gen- 

eral Court Notes. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
affirming the judgment in the case of 
Mrs. Dolores C. Jackson (appellant) vs. 
John Eugene Jackson (respondent,) an 
action to have a marriage annulled on 
the ground that the defendant, at the 
time it was contracted, had another 
wife living, was received from Sacra- 
meuto yesterday by$Deputy Clerk Ash- 
more for filing in this city. 

The case was tried some months ago 
and resulted in a decree dissolving the 
bond of. matrimony existing between 
the parties, and awarding to them the 
custody of their children in accordance 
with their stipulation. The Court also 
adjudged that certain deeds executed 
by defendant to plaintiff? be vacated 
and set aside, and that the property be 


allotted to them in equal shares, and re- 


quired plaintiff to execute to defendant 
a deed to an undivided one-half interest 
in the property within ten days after 
the entry of the decision. Plaintiff, 


‘however, wanted all the property and 


appealed from this judgment and an or- 


der denying a new trial, with the above | 


result. 

The case of J. F. Cowden (appellant) 
vs. the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany (respondent,) an action to recover 
$1674.14 damages for a discrimination 
in freight rates, was also decided by the 
Supreme Court at Sacramento on Fri- 
day last, the judgment therein being 
affirmed in accordance with an elabo- 
rate opinion drawn up by Justice + 
Garoutte and concufred in by Justices 
McFarland, Patterson and Harrison.

A LETTER FROM THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES, 

The following communication was re-. 


ceived from. the trustees of the public 


library: 


To the Honorable the Council of the City of Los 
Angeles—GENTLEMEN: The D0ard of direct- 
ors of the public library beg to represent 
to your honorable body as follows: 

That the estimate made by this board in 
July of last year of the amount required 
for library purposes for tne fiscal vear 
1891-2, amounted to the sum of $28, 280; 
That your honorable body apportioned for 
library purposes the sum of $11,960.33, 
beaving a deficiency of $16,319.67, 

\ wat as ‘your honorable body ° intimated 


expense and—vader the super vis-

‘that it could not allow any sum for the 
ongay of new books for circulation, or 
r addition to the reference department, 
or “for the establishment of special delivery 
stations and requested this board to do the 
best it could ‘with the amount of $11,- 
960.33, apportioned as aforesaid, we beg 
to report that having used our best endeav- 
ors and exercised the greatest economy, it 
has been impossible to make the amount 
appropriated sufficient for the purposes of 
the fiscal year. 
We therefore find it necessary to ask 
Ft: for an additional appropriation of 
3500, required for actual running expen- 


| ses, and at least $1500 for the purchase of 


books, making a total of $5000. 

In explanation of this request we may say 
that the business of the library has in- 
creased since last July, at the time’when we 
made our estimate, in a quite unexpected 
ratio. We naturally expected some. in- 
crease, but had no-idea that an average. 
monthly circulation of some 13,000 books 
would have risen rapidly to 31,000, which 
is the present figure. This large increase 
of circulation has increased our expenses 
mainly in two directions—first, in the _ne- 
cessity of maintaining a large force in or- 
der to attend to the wants of this small 
army of patrons. Second—in supply- 
ing the books demanded by this enor- 
mous array of readers ‘and in re- 
pairing and replacing the wear and tear 
caused by such increased use. During the 
last month we repaired in the work-room 
of the library over 1000 volumes, and our 
monthly outgo for binding and re. binding 
is correspondingly large. 

On the question of service, we have en- 
gaged astaff of pupils who have given a 
portion of their time free of charge to the 
library in return for the privilege of being 
instructéd in library work, and a number 
of these pupils will this month come up for 
their second exainination, and those who 
pass will be entitled to expect some remu- 
neration for their continued services. 

You will thus see that our efforts in the 
direction of economy, while successful thus 
far, must be aided by some further as. 
sistance from your honorable body in order 
that they may be productive of that good 
result to the public seryice which the li- 
brary is supposed to furnish. 

The library has now attained proportions 

in its efficiency which entitle it to full rec- 
ognition, and we therefore unhesitatingly 
ask for the foregoing further appropria- 
tion in order that we may continue to carry 
out its work on the same broad plan now 
established, 
. The annual convention of the American 
Library Association will be held the latter 
part of this month in the city. of Washing- 
ton. Our own city has been represefited at 
these conventions for the past two years, 
and we consider it highly important, not 
only for the benefit of the library, but also 
forthe benefit of the advertisement of the 
city at large, that a delegate should be 
sent to this convention. 

As, however, this cannot be done at%a less 
expense than—say $200, we have decided 
not to incur the same unless your hgnora- 
ble body should include the amount spe- 
cifically in the appropriation now asked 
for.

Councilman Rees expressed his will- 
ingness to concede that in many re- 
spects the library was being run on an 
economical system, but he had been 
informed that a good deal ‘of money 
was being invested in classical music 
for that institution, and if this sort of 
thing continued the city would soon 
have to furnish ‘‘swallow-tail’’ coats 
for young men, and then the girls would 
want spring bonnets, and the result 
was easily foreseen. 

Councilman Rhodes said the report 
was misleading. The Council had ap-. 
propriated $16,000, instead of $11,- 
OOO, to run the library. The city pays 
for the elevator $800 a.month, also for 
the gas, and altogether pays $20,000 
to $25,000 a vear. The Libiarian gets 
$150 a month, when plenty just as 


good can be had for 875 to $100a 


month. Yet the directors called their 
actions economizing. He thought it 
was time that the city looked after this 
matter thoroughly. 

Councilman Alford said the salaries 
of none of the employés except the 
Librarian are too high. There is much 
work to do, as about 1000 booksa day 
go out. The School Board and parks 
got increased appropriations, and the 
library is entitled to the same. 

The matter was finally referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

FIFTH STREET PAVING, 

The special committee .to.whom was 
referred the matter of the paving of 
Fifth street reported that they had in- 
terviewed W. J. Broderick, who said 
that his company would freely abandon 
its double-track franchise and pave its 
single track under the bond act, but 
that he would not give any assurance 
that he would do so except as pre- 
scribed by law.

‘‘All lions are cowards. - 

‘“‘WhenlI go into the cage where my 
noisy lion is and fire a few blank 
cartridges from my revolver and beat 
him a few times over. his nose with my 
whip he growls, dances, and then slinks 
away saying to himself: 

‘What on earth does all this mean? 
I thought .I had that man scared to 
death, I guess I ain’t so frightening as 
I thought I was.’ 

‘-The bluffer can be tanied sufficiently 
to let me go into the cage without dan- 
ger in a week’s time, but there is never 
any safety. with a sneak-lion. 

‘‘Another-thing. The lion must not 
be over 2 years old and he must /be 
straight-backed and strong. A weak 
lion breaks down very quickly during 
training. 

‘Such a brute is worth from $1000 
to $1500 untrained. When he is 


trained he is worth from $8000 to | 


$5000, and sometimes more. 
‘It takes several years to train lions 


them that I am the master. Next I 
teach them that I do not intend to hurt 
.them unless they disobey me.- I begin 
caressing them with the end of my whip 
‘and I doit gently. It is not safe to ven- 
ture with your hand atfirst. After this,

which takes weeks, and even months 
sometimes, J teach them to take food 
from my hands. 

‘‘When a lion disobeys I him, 
but I doit with judgment. There isa 
point beyond which it is ae to 
go. My left arm has no miscles from 
the elbow up, I whipped a'lion one 
blow too many in Quito, Chili. If his 
teeth had not been worn with age I 
would not be alive today. 

“When a lion crouches down, and his 
eyes turn green, and his tail stops 
waving from side toside and merely 


wiggles at the end like the rattles on a_ 


rattler, look out. I stop then and give 
him achancetoquietdown. Sometimes 
I call assistance or do anything that I 
can to distract his attention from me, 

and then I escape.”’ 


‘‘What is the easiest trick to teach a] 


lion?’’ I asked. 

“After getting him to come to me at 
command, to make him lie down, 
can’t throw a lion on his side with your 
hands as you would a dog in training it. 
After this, mounting a chair or pedestal 
is the easiest. But all this takes 


months of daily work—patient work. | 
Never give up; that is the lion tfainer’s 


motto. 

‘In making a lion mount a chair I 
generally put his meat on the seat and 
accustom him to eat it from there 
Then by degrees I coax him to put one 
paw on the chair. When he has done 
this I pet him. In the course of time I 
induce him to put both fore paws on 
the chair. Now comes the struggle. 
He does: not want. te-put up his hind 
feet. I force him to do this by tapping 
them with my whip until he hops up to 
avoid punishment. When: hé has once 


learned what’ I want him to do I have 


little trouble with him. But ali this 
takes time.’’ 

“I suppose the hardest trick is put- 
ting your head in the lion’s mouth?” 

‘On the contrary, it.is one of the 
easiest and safest. I hold the mouth 
open with both hands. and I can feel 
the least attempt to bring the jaws to- 
gether with my fingers. This gives me 
a chance to withdraw my head in time. 
It is well, however, to know your beast 
pretty thoroughly before trying it. » 

After I have once. taught a liona 
trick he never forgets it. and each time 
he does it easicr than before. 

“The hardest trick is to drive a jlion 
inachariot. I have sometimes worked 
for years to teach ttat. After I have 
the harness adjusted, which takes 
months, | jump into the churiot and 
trust to Pro ce. The lion dashes

mate to jump up on the raised stand 
facing Parnell. This brought the board 
to a levelagain. Iteeter-tottered them 
up and down by having my trained dog 
step from one side to the other of the 
center of the plank.’’ 

‘‘How about taming a lion by looking 
into his eyes?’’ 

‘*You might as well tame him by fix- 
ing your eyes on his tail. I look into 
my lion’s eyes to see what the expres- 
sion may be. There is where I find the 
danger signal. If the signal says ‘go 
ahead’ then Ican turn my back on Mr. 
Lion and go ahead safely. I never turn 
my back on him, however, within reach 
of his paws outside of the bars. Inside 
the cage 1 am master, but if.I turn my 
back when I am outside and am within 
reach I court instant death.’’ : 

‘‘Female and male lions should not be 
kept together. The lions are more 
tractable when they are alone. 

“The average. lion lives fourteen 
years in captivity, but performing lions 


‘sometimes die younger. 


“Tigers are more managable than 
lions when once they are ‘trained, but 
they are harder to train and make less 
spirited performers. 

‘One of the most interesting tricks 
my lions do is to ride upon a tricycle 


As though he had been a school-boy and thé Abn 
a dog. 


which is made expressly for the purpose. 
After I have once trained a lion tostand 
on it in position to ride he cannot help 
going forward very well. The tricycle 
is slowly pushed at first and then one 
treadle goes up while the other goes 
down. The lion instinctively pushes 
down on it, and that sends the other 


the uppermost one and by thus doing 
keeps the wheels in motion. 

‘‘In holding a rope for my dog to jump 
over I have two lions put their forepaws 
on pedestals facing eachother. Around 
their necks are collars. When they are 
in position I.snap one end ofa chain in 
one collar and. the other end in the 
other. ThenI put the chain between 
their jaws so that from the audience it 
looks as if the lions were ‘holding the 
chain between their teeth. The dog 
jumps!’’
